INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Honorable Members of the Council: 


Having just assumed the duties as Mayor of our 
city it could hardly be expected that I should discuss 
with you in much detail all of the affairs of the 
various city departments and the problems that are 
involved. Much of my knowledge of them to date 
is like that of any interested citizen who tries to 
keep abreast of current affairs and who gives some 
thought to things that will better the community in 
which he lives. Since my election I have given more 
t.me2 and thought to city affairs in an attempt to get 
an early acquaintance with my job and to become 
more familiar with the duties of the various depart- 
ments. Even before election, I was well aware of 
the responsibility I would assume if chosen as 
mayor, that responsibility, members of the council, 
you must also assume because of the intimate re- 
lationship between municipal government and the 
people of the community. Everything the city does, 
every service it renders, every obligation it assumes 
or everything it fails to do, affects every citizen. The 
cost—and there is a cost for everything that is done 
—becomes the burden not of the city—but of the 
taxpayer. We are a small community. We have 
no millionaires among us. We are working people 
who work hard in an attempt to earn enough to live 
decently, to raise our children and give them at least 
a fair opportunity to get a start in life, to save a 
little for the rainy day that always comes, to have a 
place called ‘“‘Shome”’ that is our own, is paid for and 
that we can afford to keep. 
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You must realize as I do, that much is expected of 
city government by the people. There is much dif- 
ference today in the demands than there was back 
in 1893 when our city came into existence. That is 
as it should be, for times have changed. Our stand- 
ard of living has changed. We are used to more 
and there is still time and place for improvement. 
We, as the governing body of this community must 
assume our responsibility and do our utmost to meet 
the demands on us. 


Today is the first day of the first peace-time year 
for five years. Each and every one of us is expect- 
ing much from the future. We are well acquainted 
with the past and we are glad to face the future. 


Just what specific problems or blessings it will 
bring cannot be predicted with certainty. However, 
we do know that during the war years many things 
were postponed. Even today it is not possible to do 
very much because of the scarcity of materials: and 
labor. Many of the adjustments from war living 
to peace are going to be difficult. This applies to 
all of us as individuals as well as to business and 
city affairs. The demands of war have kept fac- 
tories running and employment has been steady. We 
want that condition to continue. We do not want a 
repetition of the economic conditions of the years of 
the early thirties. It is definitely a duty of our city 
government to make every effort within its power 
to provide jobs for its citizens by encouraging pres- 
ent industries to stay and expand and by seeking 
new and desirable ones to replace those that have to 
go. We already have one problem facing us, one 
which will greatly affect our civic and industrial 
life. The Navy is moving out of the new mill build- 
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ing and we definitely want some industry to replace 
it. It requires no great imagination to see what ben- 
efit could result if a desirable industry is found will- 
ing to come here. Effort has been made and is now 
being made toward that end. Final success can 
only be assured by our showing that we are a sound, 
active and interested community, one which will 
will make every effort to meet the just demands of 
industry and labor. If all of our available indus- 
trial facilities are used and in full production we 
should have a happy and prosperous community. 
To go along with this we must provide all of the 
services needed for the health, safety and general 
welfare of those who live here. 


We must have good streets and sidewalks in all 
parts of the city. There is no question but that there 
will be much new building as soon as materials are 
available. This will mean that not only must we 
have our present streets, sidewalks, sewer and water 
facilities in the best of condition, but there must be 
new and extended facilities. It has been impos- 
sible to replace equipment to maintain these ser- 
vices and the results at times have not been too 
pleasing. However, equipment will soon be avail- 
able and will have to be obtained. 


We, in Somersworth, have felt that our school 
system has been better than average, and that our 
children received such training that they were. 
qualified to go to higher schools if they desired. 
The experience of recent years has shown that the 
demand is increasing for the training in the trades 
and this branch of our schools has expanded great- 
ly. A few years ago an addition had to be built to 
the high school. The near future may easily de- 
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mand further building. Any demand of this nature 
cannot be ignored. The training of our children for 
good citizenship cannot be overlooked. 


In this same vein, the physical side of the picture 
should be faced. The present facilities for athletics 
and playground do not, in my opinion, meet the 
need. We owe to these children and all our young 
people a duty to provide safe, well equipped play- 
grounds and athletic fields. I think we have the 
foundation. We need to develop it. It is my sincere 
hope that the opportunity and the means will be 
available soon to provide a proper athletic field and 
other games for school, and I shall make every effort 
to provide the opportunity and the means. 


Earlier I mentioned that everything the city does 
has its cost and that the burden falls directly on the 
taxpayer. We all know that we must pay for what 
we get, but we must keep in mind that we should 
get what we pay for, and be sure that we keep with- 
in our means. The burden of taxes cannot be en- 
tirely avoided, but it can be lessened. We should 
make every efiort to pay as we go along. However, 
that cannot always be done without increasing the 
burden too much and then costs must be spread out 
over a period of time. Our present indebtedness is 
as follows: 


Water Works bonds $ 9,000.00 
Highway Improvement bonds 4,000.00 
School and City bonds 5,000.00 
High School bonds 12,000.00 
Total bonded debt of 30,000.00 


In general our condition is good. I shall contin- 
uously endeaver to maintain or better it. However 
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those things that have been postponed and whatever 
new items are required will add to our financial 
obligations and we must anticipate this. A close 
watch of all expenditures and efficiency in all de- 
partments should do much to keep the load of tax- 
ation as light as posible. Our decisions must be ren- 
dered for the benefit of all citizens, on a strictly non- 
partisan basis—we must also, to be of utmost ser- 
vice to our city—manifest an active interest in civic 
affairs. We should welcome at all times suggestions 
that are for the best interests of all our people. 


The success of my administration depends chieflly 
on you and the officials of our city. My action alone 
cannot insure it. Every bit of help that you, members 
of the council, city officials and employes can give 
me will be needed. I respectfully ask for your full 
cooperation. Iam deeply grateful for the confidence 
and trust that the voters of Somersworth have shown 
in me and it is my sincere desire to prove worthy. 
God’s help, our own interest and cooperation should 
guarantee that Somersworth will be one of the out- 
standing communities of the state. As mayor of 
our city I wish for you and all of our people a suc- 
cessful and happy New Year.

ORDINANCES 


Somersworth, N. H., October Ist, 1946. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of 
Somersworth that the ordinances of the City of 
Somersworth be and hereby are amended as 
follows: 


Amend Chapter 5, Section 1 and any amendment 
pertaining thereto with reference to that part which 
refers to the salary of the Overseer of the Poor, 
$1,800.00, by striking out the entire section relating 
to same and insert in place thereof the following to 
read: “Overseer of the Poor, $2,000.00. 


This ordinance retroactive to Sept. 16, 1946.

Be it Ordained by the City Council of the City of 
Somersworth that the ordinances of the City of 
Somersworth be and hereby are amended as 
follows: 


Amend Chapter 5 of the City Ordinances by 
adding thereto the following to be known as Section 
a 
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“The Highway laborers to be paid 80 cents per 
hour and to be retroactive to September 16, 1946. 


Laborers regularly employed one year from June 
1, 1946, shall be entitled to a vacation of one week 
with pay. 


Vacations to be allotted at the diseretion of the 
Street Commissioner.

Be It Resolved: That the 1944 Revised Ordi- 
hances the following—to be known as Section 20b: 


All motor vehicles or other vehicles shall be 
parked parallel to the curb only on the following 
streets : 


Sections [. Green Street from the intersection of 
Fayette Street to Horne’s Court. Franklin Street 
from the intersection of Fayette Street to the inter- 
section of Main Street on the Northerly side, and on 
the Southerly side from a point beyond St. Martin’s 
Rectory to the intersection of Main Street. 


Sec. II. Main Street from the intersection of 
Walnut Street to Indigo Hill Road on the Easterly 
side only. 
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Sec. III. The parking of motor vehicles or other 
vehicles on the Southerly side of Franklin Street 
from the intersection of Green Street to a point be- 
yound St. Martin’s Rectory is prohibited. 


Sec. IV. The parking of motor vehicles or other 
vehicles on the Northerly side of Franklin Street 
from the intersection of Green Street and the inter- 
section of West Green Street is hereby prohibited. 


sec. V. The parking of motor vehicles or other 
vehicles on the Westerly side of Main Street from 
the intersection of Walnut Street to the intersection 
of Indigo Hill Road is hereby prohibited except on 
Sunday. 


See. VI. No vehicle shall be parked within 
fifteen (15) feet from the intersection of Green and 
Franklin Streets. 


Sec. VII. A taxi stand for two cars is hereby re- 
served on the Westerly side of Main Street opposite 
the premises known as No. 51 Main Street, and all 
parking except by taxis is prohibited therein. 
Passed by a Roll-Call Vote at a Meeting held 

November 12, 1946.

Resolved: That the Committee on Finance be and 
hereby is authorized and empowered to negotiate a 
sale, or sales, of property acquired by tax purchases 
by the City of Somersworth, wherever located. The 
price to be the best obtainable in the judgment of 
said Committee, and the Mayor shall hereby be au- 
thorized and empowered to execute a deed or deeds, 
as circumstances be required pertaining thereto, of 
said sale or sales of purchaser or purchasers.

Resolved: That the City of Somersworth will 
elect to approve of the inclusion of its officers. and 
employees in the Employees’ Retirement System of 
the State of New Hampshire, which system is pro- 
vided for by Chapter 27-A of the Revised Laws, as 
inserted by Chapter 183 of the Laws of 1945 and as 
provided by Chapter 201 of the Laws of 1945 and 
any subsequent amendments thereto.

city’s note or notes therefor. All debts incurred 
under authority of this resolution are hereby express- 
ly made payable from the taxes of the current muni- 
cipal year.

Resolved: That the Committee on Finance be and 
hereby is authorized and empowered to appropriate 
such sum or sums of money from the treasury, not 
otherwise expended, for the purpose of purchasing 
the property adjacent to the Central Fire Statlon, 
consisting of land, barn and one-half of house lo- 
cated at and known as 9 Pleasant street, owned by 
one Miriam Alperin, Dorchester, Mass. 


The sum of all amounts so expended not to exceed 
a total of one thousand (1000) dollars. 


Under authority of this resolution the Mayor is 
hereby authorized and empowered to accept and re- 
ceive the deed to the above mentioned property in be- 
half of the city.

To the Board of Trustees-of the Somersworth Publice 
Library : 


Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the annual 
report of the Librarian for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1946. 


During the year the library has been open at reg- 
ular hours with the exception of three weeks in July 
when we were obliged to close in order that the li- 
brary be redecorated. Very thorough work was 
done in this regard—ceiling and walls given two 
coats of paint, the woodwork and furniture var- 
nished, and the floors refinished. Also, new shades 
were supplied for the windows. A vast improve- 
ment in the library’s appearance was thus obtained, 
and is much appreciated by library patrons. 


New acquisitions have been added on the fifteenth 
day of every month. This seems to be the best ar- 
rangement for the addition of recent publications. 


The telephone, installed last February, is in con- 
stant use. We find it especially convenient in noti- 
fying borrowers who have reserve requests for some 
special book and are anxious to obtain it as soon as 
possible; also it is useful for ‘‘calling in” the overdue 
books. 


Mr. Winslow, before leaving Somersworth last 
summer, donated many of his educational books to 
the library. He stated that he believed these books 
would be of value not only to local teachers but to 
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students of education in any college. They form a 

valuable addition to our collection of books on edu- 
cational subjects.

Her selection of books is very commend- 
able, not only because of the comprehensiveness of 
her selection, but also because it is kept within the 
limits of the appropriation granted. We are, indeed, 
thankful to her for providing the patrons of our 
library with books which tend to educate as well as 
to entertain. The moral and intellectual standard 
of the city will always be high so long as this class 
of literature is placed at its disposal. 


During the past year the interior of the library 
was completely renovated. This has greatly im- 
proved the appearance of the reading rooms and 
has made it more conducive to study. 


There has been more or less trouble with the heat- 
ing plant of the building for the past few years. 
Whether the cause lies in the location of the ther- 
mostatic control or in the type of boiler being used, 
is a question. The trustees call this to your attention, 
knowing that you would not expect any individual to 
work in a building where the temperature hovers 
around 50 degrees. We trust that this will be rem- 
edied before another winter comes around.. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the in- 
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crease you have granted in our appropriation for the 
coming year.

GENERAL RULES 


Firemen as well as citizens should familiarize 
themselves with the following rules for giving alarms 
of fire. 


1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ring- 
ing, or until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. 
Never pull two alarms of two boxes for the same 
fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the Key- 
box and open the outside door with the key. 
Pull down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the alarm 
will follow in half a minute or so. Close the door, 
but do not try to remove the key, as it is locked in 
track lock and can only be removed by a release 
key, which is carried by each engineer, who will 
as soon as convenient release and return it. Re- 
member that the firemen will come directly to the 
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box which has been pulled, and be sure that some- 
one stays at the box to direct them to the fire. 


. Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of fire. 
Give an alarm for no cause other than actual fire. 
Don’t give an alarm for a chimney fire.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Somersworth: 


On April 15, 1946, Mr. Howard L. Winslow com- 
pleted his duties as superintendent of schools of this 
union after seventeen years of faithful service to 
take advantage of the state retirement act. I am 
pleased to report that he is at his farm in Cumber- 
land, Maine enjoying good health and that he is 
having an opportunity to do many of the things he 
had always wanted to do. but which a lifetime of 
service to public education had limited. As his suc- 
cessor, I was privileged to take over the duties in the 
five districts in the union at that time and to face a 
challenge of the further development of the educa- 
tional program. This report covers the activities 
from that date, and attempts to indicate plans for 
the remainder of this school year, as well as the years 
that lie ahead. 


Education, as much as any other social force, has 
gone through a period of evolution which has re- 
sulted in new purposes, revised curricula, added re- 
sponsibilities, and increased importance. The war 
proved, beyond a doubt, that the training of our 
youth through the years was a decided factor in the 
collapse of the enemy. Europeans and Asiatics were 
amazed at the speed and thoroughness at which 
America could put men and women into the field, as 
well as the organization of its great industrial might 
and food production. The facts indicate that our 
youth were versatile, strong, and that they could 
think for themselves. All of this is a great credit 
to a democracy and to the institutions which give it 
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life. The schools should be proud of their part in 
this great victory. 


The sudden collapse of Japan brought the United 
States a new set of problems. The reconversion of 
a nation from war to peace carries with it great im- 
plications—not only the shift of our economy to new 
consumers demands and delayed wants but the far 
reaching effects of employment changeover and the 
purposes for which people live. This adjustment 
to date has been short of phenomenal, but we, in re- 
sponsible positions, determining educational policy 
are faced with the problem of equipping the new 
generation for the kind of world in which they must 
live. It will not be enough to follow the program of 
the past because the world of tomorrow will call for 
a new type of individual—a citizenship based on a 
thorough education and one which extends upward, 
ealling for a well rounded training in the basic sub- 
jects with considerably more attention on expression 
and composition. Competition for employment will 
be great, and minimum standards will be lifted. 
This brings us face to face in Somersworth with a 
problem which is far reaching. In a city of over 6,000 
people we have a high school enrollment of under 
200. This suffers in comparison with towns and 
cities in this population bracket. Parents have a re- 
sponsibility to see that their children receive the ad- 
vantage of an education. Everything should be done 
to encourage and provide for a minimum of twelve 
years of education. Likewise, the school has a re- 
sponsibility. This includes the provision of a school 
program which is broad enough to appeal to its mem- 
bership. Teachers should be concerned to the stu- 
dents in these years. The school board should place 
at the disposal of these children the most adequate 
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and up to date facilities which the city can afford to 
support. This problem of high school education for 
every boy and girl in this city is one of my major 
interests. You may be assured that it will he given 
attention and everything possible will be done to 
work toward reaching this goal.

Personnel 


The future success of our schools is dependent more 
upon adequate instruction than on any other factor. 
We must have well trained teachers who are sin- 
cerely interested in the welfare and development of 
the pupils. They should. possess a strong educa- 
tional background and carry on the classroom in- 
struction in order to make contributions to health, 
character, subject matter knowledge, expression

and to all other phases which tend to develop our 
pupils in a well rounded education. They should 
keep up in modern methods of instruction and period- 
ically get refreshment through summer school, ex- 
tension courses, travel and related experiences. It 
‘will be the policy of your superintendent to staff our 
schools with men and women who meet these quali- 
fications. 


At the completion of the school year in June 1946 
five of our elementary teachers completed their 
duties in our schools to take advantage of the Teach- 
ers’ Retirement Act. They were Misses Kelley, Cate, 
Keating, Freeman, and McCarthy Miss Kelley 
passed away in June after serving one of the longest 
continuous periods of teaching in the history of the 
schools in this state—fifty-six years. Appreciations 
are extended to them for their long and faithful ten- 
ure in our schools. They have made contributions 
to the lives of many hundreds of our successful citi- 
zens—may the years ahead bring to them good 
health and happiness. 


I was fortunate to add to our faculty the follow- 
ing teachers: Grade 2, Miss Marguerite Farley, who 
taught several years at Durham; Grade 3, Mrs. Rob- 
ert McClain, who taught last year at Kittery, Maine; 
Grade 4, Mrs. Bernard Loughlin with experience at 
Newmarket; Grade 5, Mrs. Max Young, formerly at 
Rochester; Grade 6, Miss Betty Brackett of Plymouth 
Teachers College. The work of these teachers has 
been of a high quality, and I am pleased with the 
program being carried on under their direction. 
Mrs. Daniel Driscoll returned to assist us in the first 
grade this year, and along with Miss Mary Minehan 
is doing an excellent job. Mr. Thomas Hennessey, 
principal of the Burleigh and Chandler Schools, has 
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efficiently carried out the duties in his new position 
which has resulted in better coordination in the 
work in the elementary schools. He has described 
in detail in his report the new program in grades 7 
and 8 which was introduced this year with the as- 
sistance of Mrs. Fred Mansfield, Miss Bessie Mullen, 
and Miss L. Estelle Andrews I feel that they have 
done very well in the first year in the new setup. 
Miss Ruth Napier of Andover, Massachusetts, and 
last year of Derry was elected music supervisor. 
Under her direction there has been excellent re- 
sponse, and I look for continued growth under her 
capable supervision. 


At the high school we were fortunate to have Mrs. 
James O’Malley return to take over the languages 
and Miss Martha Lefebvre, last year at Newmarket, 
as teacher of commerce. These two subject matter 
areas are receiving excellent coverage. Mr. Ernando 
DeVittori accepted a position with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, and Mr. Arthur Lord is teaching shop 
in his place for the year. 


In Service Training of Teachers 


An organization meeting was held on September 
3 and a handbook was presented to all teachers with 
suggestions for improving the schools. Mr. Henry 
Mullen was elected to represent the union at the 
Teachers’ Convention in October. Mr. Joseph La- 
fond reported on the activities of the Strafford Coun- 
ty Lay-Professional Council of which he, Mr Thomas 
Hennessey, and Mrs. Max Young are members. 


In October the elementary teachers went to Dur- 
ham to meet with Miss.Gertrude Lewis, Supervisor of 
Elementary Education of the State Department of 
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Education, to discuss various phases of the work in 
this field. Miss Marguerite Farley was selected to 
go to Strafford as a discussant at the County Insti- 
tute. 


A meeting was called in Somersworth in November 
with Dr. Howard Jones, President of Plymouth 
Teachers College, as guest. All of the teachers in 
the union were present and participated in a discus- 
sion on Purposes and Measurement of Education. 


Miss Marguerite Farley and Mr. J. Francis Fran- 
coeur are to be commended for attending summer 
school at the University of New Hampshire last sum- 
mer, and Mr. Thomas Hennessey likewise for the 
work he has taken at Boston University this year. 


The teachers have organized a guild which has for 
its purposes the improvement of our schools as well 
as the raising of teaching to a profession with great- 
er benefits to the membership. The officers serving 
this year are Miss Eleanor McGreal, president; Mrs. 
Max Young, vice president; Mrs. Bernard Loughlin, 
treasurer; Miss Martha Lefebvre, secretary. I am 
pleased that they have accepted the suggestion of 
the National Education Association in forming a 
teachers organization, and I hope it will make some 
substantial contributions to our educational program. 


Twelve teachers have become members of the Na- 
tional Education Association which is a considerable 
increase over last year. It is hoped that 100% mem- 
bership will be obtained in the future. 


Your superintendent attended the meeting of 
New England Superintendents in Boston in November 
and the convention of American School Administra- 
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tors in Atlantic City in March. He is a member of 
the Superintendents’ Legislative Committee, a mem- 
ber of the Educational Council of the New Hamp- 
shire State Teachers’ Association and Consultant in 
the Division of Teacher Education at the University 
of New Hampshire. 


The office of the superintendent of schools is now 
open on a year around basis with Miss Mary Spell- 
man serving the union fifty weeks. Her services 
have been very extensive including work on finances, 
state reports, correspondence, filing, purchasing, and 
the ever expanding details in the service of five 
school districts. This work has been done well, and I 
would like to express my appreciation to her on her 
important contribution to our schools. 


The contributions of Mr. James Malley as member 
of the Lay-Professional Council and as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the State School Board Association were 
helpful to Somersworth and to the state. He was 
assisted on the Council by Miss Elena Moore, Mr. 
Michael O’Malley and Mr. Lorenzo Ross. Their ser- 
vices were likewise appreciated. 


The continuous attention to problems, and routine 
given by the Mayor were helpful in my first year on 
the job. Many hours were spent in conference and 
several important trips were taken to work out ne- 
cessary problems’ This assistance was one of the 
major reasons why so much has been accomplished 
in such a short period of time.

Fuller. He has made many contributions since his 
arrival in February 1946, but his most far reaching 
one is in the field of support of public education at 
the state level. Under the proposed state aid bill the 
City of Somersworth would qualify for $13,270.28. 
The basis for allocations under this program rests 
on two factors—equalized evaluation. This legis- 
lative act or one of its type deserves the support of 
the people in the state, for it is a source of revenue 
which will help in improving our schools at no in- 
creased cost to the property taxpayer. 


This income could be used in part to defray our 
increased school costs, but I feel that it could make 
its most substantial contribution in assisting us to 
inaugurate a building program—this is covered in 
detail in another section of the report. 


Building Needs 


One of our major concerns today is housing. In or- 
der to offer our pupils an adequaate education it is 
necessary to have proper building facilities. The 
Burleigh School is antiquated and should be discard- 
ec it the earliest possible date. The sanitary facili- 
ties will continue to require expensive maintenance 
costs if they are to meet the state standards. Light- 
ing is bad and the general structure does not lend 
itself to the type of education required today. Play- 
ground space is limited, and traffic continues to be a 
dangerous hazzard in the school area. The Chandler 
School, although of more recent erection, is likewise 
far from satisfactory. Neither of these buildings 
have facilities for school lunches, visual education, 
wardrobes, physical education, assemblies, or athlet- 
ics. They are merely serving the minimum class- 
room needs. It was with this in mind that the school 
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board acting with authority from the City Council 
applied for and received funds from the federal gov- 
ernment for planning. This money is to be used for 
detailed planning and does not have to be repaid in 
the event that construction does not take place. How- 
ever, I feel that we should approach this problem 
with a more positive intention. If it is agreed that 
our facilities are outdated and that we want our city 
to give our boys and girls a good education, then 
we should support a program of building and proceed 
rapidly to prepare for the day when it is practical 
to get construction under way. The new elementary 
school should house the first six grades with a kin- 
dergarten and provide a gymnasium-auditorium with 
a seating capacity of about five hundred. This build- 
ing should be located on a site with an area of five 
to seven acres to allow for outdoor activities. I hope 
that serious consideration will be extended to this 
project and immediate steps taken to realize it. 


The high school problem is one familiar to all who 
have visited the plant. The auditorium is not adapt- 
ed for music, dramatics, visual education or athletics. 
We are entering a period in education when increas- 
ed emphasis will be placed upon these activities 
School dances are held in Berwick; dramatics have 
just about been dropped from the school program 
because no place is available for stage performances; 
indoor athletics can hardly care for a fraction of 
their supporters. Physical education for all is impos- 
sible with limited floor area and inadequate support- 
ing facilities. School lunches, accepted now as a 
must in the program, are not possible on the scale 
desired. Shop space, classrooms, school library, 
science laboratories, commerce facilities are inade- 
quate in terms of our future school population with 
the absorption of grades 7 and 8. A new addition 
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should be well over 300 students. This wing should 
include a combination gymnasium and auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 1200 at basketball games 
and several hundred more for stage performances. 
It should be so constructed as to be separated as a 
unit to be made available for all activities of the 
city, including athletics, dances, banquets, and con- 
ventions sponsored by any organization. This would 
have separate toilet facilities and a kitchen attached 
for food preparation. It could well be named Me- 
morial Auditorium and dedicated to the men and 
women in Somersworth who served in the armed 
forces. In this way the facilities could serve two 
great needs—the school and the city. 


My contacts to date in Somersworth lead me to 
believe that it is the feeling of the people that this 
project is long overdue. 


During the past year it has been brought to the 
attention of the public that no facilities are available 
for our youth. The Center in the bank building on 
the third floor was undesirable both from a safety 
point of view and from a supervisory one. Other 
rooms were checked and none seemed to be avail- 
able. As the school continues to serve all of the in- 
terests of the city it would be advisable to include 
in our future plans provisions for the activities of 
this group in order that they may develop wholesome 
recreational interests to contribute to their all around 
development 


I realize that the reeommendation of the construc- 
tion of these two units involves a considerable ex- 
penditure of money. It is hoped that assistance from 
the state aid program and from federal funds will 
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alleviate the necessity of financing it in full locally. 
Dover is launching a building program which calls 
for an entire new setup; Rochester with Spaulding 
High School provides one of the finest schools in New 
Hampshire. If we are to keep pace at all with the 
programs they offer, it will be necessary to carry out 
these plans. 


Areas of Needed Attention 


(1) The school has become concerned more and 
more with the health of its children. Many systems 
have given it the emphasis it deserves. We could 
well consider two steps to extend upon the services 
we now offer. The first would be the employment 
of a school physician to give a complete physical 
examination to pupils every third year taking four 
grades annually so that all pupils would be checked 
four times during their school life and that measures 
be taken to follow up on all defects. Second, that a 
dental clinic be established to work on the improve- 
ment of the correction of dental defects. 


(2) Physical Education has been a field which 
has been in need of attention. A great deal could 
be done for all of the youth in the city of elementary 
and secondary school-age on a yearly basis. This 
should include an intra-mural program for pupils in 
all the schools with opportunities to participate in 
basketball, track, touch football, and organized play. 
Some provisions should be made for regular physical 
education classes at the high school level—this will 
be limited only by our facilities. In addition this 
program could be carried over into the summer va- 
cation at the Noble Pines if the Park Commission is 
interested. I recommend that the school board em- 
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ploy a full time man trained in physical education 
and health to meet these needs; that he be employed 
to work in this field; and that he be assigned some 
of the coaching duties at the high school, and be 
available for summer services, if requested by the 
Park Commission. 


Equipment should be purchased for the Burleigh 
School play area. This should include slides, teeter 
boards, swings and other playground units for pu- 
pils in the age range from 5-10. The teachers are 
faced with a difficult problem to endeavor to interest 
150 pupils at recess and during the pre-school pe- 
-riods with little or no equipment. If funds are not 
available for the immediate installation of these 
items, a few should be purchased each year. These 
units should be moveable in order that they might 
be transferred later on to a new school site or used 
at Noble Pines during the summer. 


(3) A study should be made of our transportation 
system to see if any economies could be affected and 
to assure the maximum degree of efficiency in terms 
of pupils living at the extremities of the city. This 
study should include the possibility of eliminating 
the noon trips and substituting a lunch program in 
one or several of the schools. This could conceivably 
eliminate over one third or more of our transportation 
resulting in considerable savings. 


(4) A guidance program should be introduced 
with one of our staff members assigned as director 
to give attention to the students in selection of 
courses, choice of vocations, accumulation of data, 
testing, conferences with parents, and general coun- 
seling. This director should secure special training

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at summer school or through courses taken during: 
the year to qualify him for this important responsi- 
bility. 


(5) Art has been reeognized for years as a means: 
of expression in developing in pupils a perspective 
and appreciation of real life values. In the schools 
it takes form in instruction in drawing, painting 
handicraft, pottery, charcoal work and many others- 
These are designed to introduce and develop new 
interests and appreciations which they are not likely 
to get in any other part of their school work. This 
should be taken into consideration when we are able 
to bring our curricula activities up to date. Possibly 
a part time teacher could be employed to inaugurate 
this work. 


(6) Our school budget has increased about 35% 
since 1941. This is in keeping with increases all over 
the country. We should continue to justify our ex- 
penditures in terms of an improved program. Teach- 
ers should be paid salaries commensurate with their 
training, experience and ability. Our salary range 
should be such as to attract the best qualified candi- 
dates and to retain those teachers whose services are 
of a high quality to prevent their moving to another 
school system because of added remuneration. No 
distinction should be made between grade levels 
and teachers in the elementary school with similar 
training should be paid at the same base rate as high 
school teachers. Likewise experience should be 
recognized as a factor in the schedule. Teachers 
should accept extra curricula activities as part of 
their work, and no special provision should be made 
for salary for these activities. It therefore becomes 
essential that every teacher share as equitably as 
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possible in school activities. I feel sure that it is 
your desire that Somersworth pay fair salaries and in 
turn expect services of a nature to give our schools 
an excellent standing. 


Conclusion 


Included in this report are summaries by Mrs. Fred 
Foss, school nurse; Mr. Thomas Hennessey, elemen- 
tary principal; and Mr. John Uniack, headmaster 
of the high school. I would like to express my ap- 
preciation to the Mayor, members of the school com- 
mittee, the school nurse, and teachers. It has been 
through your interest and services that we have made 
improvements in our schools, and it will be with this 
continued cooperation and team-work that we will 
do even more in the year that lies ahead.

With reference to those who have graduated as 
of some previous year it may clarify some miscon- 
ceptions if we say a word, at this time, concerning 
the requirements for graduation. There are three 
methods by which a high school diploma may be 
secured. 


(1) By the successful completion of sixteen sub- 
jects while in actual attendance in school. 


(2) By the completion of some subjects in school 
plus a sufficient number of credits earned while in 
the armed services to make a total of sixteen. 


(3) By taking and passing a battery of tests 
known as the General Education Development 
Tests for which the State Department of Education 
not the local school—will grant a high school equiv- 
alence diploma. 


It is reeommended that only veterans avail them- 
selves of the methods outlined in (2) and (38). 
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Visual Education Program 


This year a special room has been set aside for 
the use of the projector and two boys have been 
trained as operators. During the year fifteen films, 
all of an educational nature, have been shown. In 
addition to these we have been able to run two films 
supplied by the Navy Recruiting Service, one by 
the division of School Savings, and two by the Gen- 
eral Electric Co. 


Lunch Program 


There has been inaugurated under Miss Caswell’s 
Supervision a school lunch program which provides, 
in addition to milk and for a nominal sum, at least 
one hot dish each day. This lunch is not a complete 
meal nor should it be considered as such. Its pur- 
pose is to supplement the lunch that is brought from 
home and to stimulate better dietary habits. 


The Year Book 


An editorial staff under the leadership of Miss 
Lefebvre has been engaged in the production of our 
first year book. To one interested in journalism or 
business this project opens up a considerable field of 
training in a vocation for which the future holds 
bright prospects. The book will be ready for distri- 
bution in June when a limited number of copies will 
go on sale to the public. 


The Program in Music 


Under the supervision of Miss Napier a program 
has been arranged in such a way as to benefit not only 
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the large choral groups but also to satisfy individual 
needs both vocal and instrumental. In order to en- 
courage a more intense interest in music the pupils 
are being urged to try out for roles in the New Hamp- 
shire Music Festival. To date one pupil has achieved 
a place in the orchestra and we hope to place several 
in the choral section. At the present time rehearsals 
are in progress for a presentation of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operetta, ““HMS Pinafore’ sometime in May. 


Testing Program 


As has been our custom for some years a mental 
ability test was administered to the pupils in Grade 
1X. A battery of tests was administered to the pupils 
in Grades X, XI,, and XII. 


The tests were administered by Mr. Richard Smart 
who has seen considerable service in the Navy as a 
specialist in administering these tests to men during 
the period of indoctrination. It is a well known fact 
that tests, like X-ray films, demand a high degree of 
skill for proper interpretation. It is this type of skill 
which Mr. Smart brings to our aid. We are quite po- 
sitive that this testing program will enable our teach- 
er’s to evaluate more clearly the work of the pupils. 


The Senior Play 


The Senior Play whose annual presentation was 
looked forward to each year with keen anticipation 
was omitted this year. The reasons for omission are 
numerous and weighty. First it has been almost im- 
possible in recent years to conduct rehearsals as they 
should be conducted for we have no facilities for 
dramatic presentation. The increasing use of the 
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Gym for physical education classes has limited its use 
for other purposes. Nor are there any classrooms 
properly equipped for the use of the dramatic club. 
Our scenery, now in a much delapidated condition, 
is no longer fit for use. And, finally, it is quite im- 
possible for any director to present a play worthy of 
our high school standards when the opportunity for 
an actual tryout on the stage is limited to several 
hours on the afternoon of the day of presentation. If 
a drama is rightly called a production then it must 
be remembered that production is impossible without 
tools and machinery. Several one act plays, however, 
have been presented under the direction of Miss Riley 
the first of them geing a contribution to our educa- 
tion week program. Even for this type of work our 
facilities are very inadequate. 


Athletics 


On January 10 the basketball went to Boston to 
play in a game at the Arena with St. John’s High of 
Cambridge. That our team was victorious is not too 
important. What is of greater import is that compe- 
titive sports are being recognized as a necessary and 
integral part of formal education and that the games 
should be conceived as being a part of the education- 
al program and not as extra-curricula activities. 


A Memory 


A bronze plaque in memory of seven of our gradu- 
ates whose lives were sacrificed in World War II has 
been placed on the wall of the corridor just inside 
the main entrance of the school. Funds for the pur- 
chase of this plaque were contributed by the classes 
of 1943, ’44, 45 and ’46. 
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Conclusion 


In conclusion may we add that our school is en- 
deavoring to develope, to the best of its ability, the 
three areas of a pupil’s life and knowledge which are 
so essential to his own wellbeing and that of all others 
in the community. This threefold object includes a © 
knowledge of our physical world; a knowledge of 
our own corporate lives; and a knowledge of those 
spiritual values and standards which direct all of our 
efforts into the proper channels.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my first report as Principal of 
the Elementary Schools of Somersworth. 


The Burleigh and Chandler Schools opened their 
doors last September with an enrollment of 144 pu- 
pils in the former and 143 pupils in the latter. The 
average age in each grade as of September first was 
as follows: 


Grade 1—6.7 Grade 5—11.0 
Grade _2-—7.2 Grade 6—11.8 
Grade 3—8.2 Grade 7—12.5 
SYToOe tooo Grade 8—13.9 


The aim of elementary education is to develop 
and train the physical, mental, social, moral and 
aesthetic powers of the child. It gives that training 
which is essential to all future citizens in a dem- 
ecracy and has a prime responsibility for integration 
in a democracy. 


The growing practice in all modern schools is to 
place the child in the group in which he is best fitted 
to perform and proceed from that point. With this 
in mind we have departed somewhat in so far as 
possible, from heteregeneous grouping to homo- 
geneous grouping. It places together pupils who 
are similar in ability, age, industry, and previous 
experiences. The learning situation is improved by 
bringing together pupils who are alike in achieve- 
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ment and who have the same interests and motivat- 
ing influences. It gives children opportunities to ac- 
quire skills and competence in various fields and re- 
lationship with other persons. To meet these needs 
the first grades became combinations of grades one 
and two. The second grade became a combination 
of grades two and three. Already the results show 
a decided improvement in the progress of the indi- 
vidual pupil who now has opportunity to work to 
his fullest capacity. 


The enrollment in the Chandler School remained 
about the same as last year. However, a decided 
change was made in the upper grades, namely the 
seventh and eighth. It was decided to institute in 
these grades Departmentalization which is briefly a 
grouping of pupils for better acceleration and prog- 
ress commensurate with ability. There are many 
excellent reasons for doing departmental work. 
Under departmentalization the course of study is 
enriched and more socializing opportunities are of- 
fered. The addition of new subject matter offered 
by this system not only enriches and expands the 
course of study but provides a greater coherence 
and unity in the curriculum as well. There is also 
a definite accomplishment quotient that requires the 
pupil to perform up to his capacity. Then, too, de- 
partmentalization raises the general level of the 
teaching staff by capitalizing on the teaching 
strength and interests in that particular subject in 
which the teacher excels. To meet the increasing 
demands of the individual pupil and changing so- 
ciety the following subjects were added to the cur- 
riculum: Health, Art, Science, and Choral Speak- 
ing. The seventh and eighth grade classes were di- 
vided into groups of as near the same ability, inter- 
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ests and rate of learning as possible. These groups 
were listed as 8S, 8L, 7H and 7S with a home room 
teacher for each group. The course of study is as 
follows: Arithmetic, English, Geography, Science, 
Civics, Health, History, Literature, Current Events, 
Spelling and Choral Speaking and Music. This pro- 
gram is working out very smoothly and effectively. 


The reading program in the Burleigh School this 
year is a revision of the Elson-Gray Reading System 
published by Scotts-Forseman Company. In grades 
one, Conversational Reading is taught before actual 
reading takes place. The text used is “Before We 
Read,’’ an illustrated book wherein stories are told 
by means of pictures. This picture book reveals to 
the child the first joyous mystery of reading—recog- 
nition. The next step is introducing the child to the 
Pre-Primer, a series of three books titled, ‘‘We 
Look and See,’ ‘“‘We Work and Play,’ “We Come 
and Go.” Accompanying these books are the “Think 
and Do Work Books’”’ which correlate the texts with 
actual work experience. As the child progresses in 
his reading he is given the Primer, “Fun With Dick 
and Jane’’ followed by the First Reader, “‘Our New 
Friends.’’ Grades two and three continue with the 
Elson-Gray Reading System. Grade two uses for its 
texts “‘Friends and Neighbors” and “More Friends 
and Neighbors’ and grade three uses “Streets and 
Roads” followed by ‘‘More Streets and Roads.” 
The “Think and Do Work Books” are used to accom- 
pany all these texts. This Elson-Gray Reading Sys- 
- tem is proving to be very successful. 


A new spelling book, “The Pupil’s Own Vocabu- 
lary Speller’” has been placed in Grades two and 
three. It’s purpose is threefold: spelling, word study, 
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and language. The teachers are finding it to be 
extremely beneficial. Later in the year another re- 
cently published and highly recommended text, “In 
New Places” accompanied by “‘The Read and Do 
Work Book’’ will be used in Grade two. 


Leading educators in recent years have advocated 
the teaching of Science in all grades. Each teacher 
has been given a science book at her grade level 
from the series, “The Wonder-World of Science’’ 
published by Charles Scribner’s Sons and from it 
she plans units of work for her group. The introduc- 
tion of science in all grades has proved very much 
worthwhile as children are naturally curious. 


The importance of books and reading is best ex- 
emplified by the slogan used during Children’s Book 
Week—“‘Books Are Bridges.” When one realizes 
that books can lead a child over bridges to all cor- 
ners of the earth, acquainting him with the customs 
and manners of other nations, it is not surprising 
that we as teachers endeavor to get the child inter- 
ested in books. It is our desire to see that so far as 
books can do it, children shall be happily informed, 
imbued with ideals that stand the test of years and 
prepared, as far as we can manage, against the de- 
mands of tomorrow. The Chandler School has the 
nucleus of a fine research library. Desks in an un- 
used classroom have been removed and replaced by 
two reading tables. All possible reference and fic- 
tion books have been collected and catalogued and 
made available to pupils for reference and research. ° 
A fine set of Compton’s Encyclopedia has been pur- 
chased and already has been used extensively. 
Money from the Chandler School Fund was used for 
subscriptions to the following children’s magazines: 
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“Story Parade,’’ “National Geographic,” ‘Calling 
All Boys,” ‘‘Calling All Girls,’’ “The American Girl,”’ 
“Open Road For Boys.” Each pupil in the building 
has been issued a library card. The seventh and 
eighth grade girls act as librarians and check in and 
stamp out books for the others. The formation of 
good study habits and the wise selection of good 
reading material are the underlying aims of this 
project. 


Two new duplicating machines were purchased 
this year. One is set up in the Burleigh and the 
other in the Chandler School. They are excellent 
“time savers” and are in constant use by the teach- 
ers. The Chandler School has a new portable radio 
and victrola combination. It is used in the teaching 
of Social Studies, Music Appreciation, Physical Edi- 
cation, and for various educational programs broad- 
casted daily by C. B. 8. School of the Air. 


We are still continuing our Milk program. The 
price of milk has increased by two cents per half- 
pint. The cost per pupil per day is four cents a 
bottle. The government pays two cents on each 
bottle. A small percentage of pupils are provided 
with free milk. 


We have always stressed the importance of sav- 
ing regularly and it is gratifying to see the response 
of the pupils. Weekly banking is carried on and 
with the ending of the war, has increased consider- 
ably due to the fact that the money formerly invest- 
ed in stamps and bonds is now being put into savings 
account. 


Physical education in the schools of today has ac- 
quired a broader connotation and correspondingly 
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greater significant since it has come to be regarded 
as a method of education rather than a program de- 
signed for physical development alone. Therefore, 
it is regrettable that our playground activities are 
curtailed and limited due to lack of space in our 
school grounds or a suitable hall or gymnasium. 
However in spite of these difficulties we have made 
definite improvements in our physical education pro- 
gram this year. A portable basketball standard 
known as “Goal-Hi’’ has been purchased and placed 
in the Chandler School playground. The teachers 
have organized games centering on this new piece 
of equipment and the pupils enjoy it immensely. 
Mr. Dale O’Connell a Physical Education student 
from the University of New Hampshire, has organ- 
ized classes in physical education composed of sev- 
enth and eighth grade boys. These boys have Phys- 
ical education classes at the high school gymnasium 
twice a week. We are very fortunate in having such 
supervision and training given to our boys by a 
trained physical education director. 


Our Music Supervisor, Miss Ruth Napier, is giv- 
ing the pupils excellent training in music and music 
appreciation. Every class has instruction in music 
twice a week. Last December the Burleigh School 
students presented a musical one-act play, ““A Mis- 
chievous Mouse in Toyland’’ under her direction. 
Private instruction in instrument playing is given to 
those pupils who are interested. 


Many varied and interesting exhibitions have been 
observed in the classrooms. They usually follow 
the completion of certain units of work and are most- 
ly the work of student committees. Invitations to 
visit some of these exhibitions were issued to other 
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classes, parents and friends. Pupils in charge will- 
ingly furnished information regarding the objects 
displayed. 


_ Some classes have taken field trips and excursions 
in connection with their classroom work to different 
places of interest in Somersworth. One class went 
to the Somersworth Public Library and learned how 
books were indexed and catalogued, how a library 
is planned and where to find reference and research 
books. It resulted in the return of many pupils to 
the library to procure library cards for the first time. 


Grades one and two have been given the “‘Pintner- 
Cunninghim Primary Test.” It is a verbal test for 
measuring the child’s intelligence. The ‘“Durrell- 
Sullivan Reading Capacity and Achievement Test’’ 
have been given to grades three and four. It is de- 
signed to measure the child’s capacity in Word 
Meaning and Paragraph Meaning and is valuable 
in that it furnishes the teacher information on the 
child’s ability and mental development. Grades 
five to eight will be tested at a later date. 


Education Week, November 12-16 was observed 
in our schools for parents one night and urging par- 
ents through pupil invitations to visit the schools 
some time during the week. The class rooms were 
attractively decorated and the students’ work was 
prominently displayed. On each child’s desk was a 
portfolio containing samples of his work for parents’ 
inspection. The teachers were on hand to discuss 
the child’s progress with his parents. We were 
very pleased with the great number of parents who 
responded to our invitation. We want them to feel 
free to come and visit their schools at any time. 
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In closing I wish to thank you for your ever ready 
and willing helpfulness and the teachers of the Bur- 
leigh and Chandler Schools for their fine coopera- 
tion and spirit.

Parents have been cooperative at all times. Many 
children with defective vision have been corrected 
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and I believe better results will be noticed in their 
school work, as well as their general health. The 
Sight Conservation Program has been extremely 
helpful correcting some cases of Strabismus. 


The Audiometer Reading was conducted as in pre- 
vious years. Five hundred pupils were tested. I was 
very grateful for the assistance of Miss Joan Malley. 


Through the efforts of Miss Elizabeth Murphy, 
State Supervisor of Health, we have been fortunate 
to have a course in lip reading in our schools for the 
more serious cases of defective hearing. Miss Joan 
Malley, who is very efficient in this particular course, 
is teaching eight children once a week. 


The annual Toxoid Clinic was held in the Munici- 
pal Building conducted by Mrs. Irene Copeland, R. 
N., Public Health Nurse, where children of the kin- 
dergarten and first grades were inoculated twice for 
the prevention of diptheria. Eighty-four children 
were inoculated. 


A Fluorine program is in progress for the preven- 
tion of dental decay, sponsored by the State, under 
the direction of Dr. Dwyer, but conducted in this 
community by Dr. Shiere- Four applications a year 
are necessary. Its effectiveness has been proven in 
the laboratories. It seems to be the best preventa- 
tive at the present time against dental decay. 


A new development in health and one which some- 
times confuses parents is the Mental Hygiene and 
Child Guidance Clinic, under the direction of Dr. 
Philbrook, State Psychiatrist and her staff. This 
clinic helps parents to understand the behavior of a 
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problem child which they could not do without this 
aid and adjust themselves accordingly. A thorough 
physical examination is done—also various tests are 
given to the child. 


The Patch test was given to discover any Tuber- 
culosis infection. Five hundred children were tested 
under the supervision of Miss Lourette Landry, R. N. 
State T. B. Nurse. All positive reactors were X-ray- 
ed—thirty-seven in number. All were negative ex- 
cept six. These were given a physical examination 
by Dr. Kerr with “‘check ups’’ every six months. 


The Orthopedic Clinic held at the Frisbie Me- 
morial Hospital every other month is very helpful 
to the community. Children are referred to this 
clinic whenever necessary. 


A dental clinic is very much needed in this com- 
munity where underprivileged or children from large 
families may need repair work done at a minimum 
cost. I am in hopes that we can establish a clinic 
in the near future. 


I have found several cases of children with speech 
difficulties. This is a handicap that I believe should 
require a great deal of consideration, because it 
causes an inferior complex in a child and the child 
does not feel free to express himself even though he 
knows what he wants to say. 


The members of the Kiwanis Club gave a very 
lovely Christmas party to the underprivileged chil- 
dren. They received toys, games, shoes and rubbers. 
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In closing I wish to thank all those who have co- 
operated with me in the past.
